Anent my remarks in the 39-23 issue of DxNews concerning the Heathkit frequency 
meter, I spoke to Heath's tech rep at their booth in the IFER exhibit in New 
York the latter part of March. He told me the arrangement is substantially the 
same concept as that a@eseribed by MacLeish in the Nov. '70 QST in that it re- 
quires 3 different signal takeoffs from the equipment and uses internal mixing 
and in short, the gp-650 is intended solely for use with the Heath ham gear. 
Those interested in digital dials might be able to use the information by Conklin 
appearing in the Feb., March and April '72 Ham Radio. The eoncept deals with 6 
minus preset counter with readout to the nearest tenth of a kHz (i. e. 850.3 kHz, 
1241.5 kHz) and avoids the heterodyning techniques that the SB-650 uses. This is 
important because the Mw band covers 3 whole octaves where the ham bands cover 
only a few percent change. 

Ron Schatz's technique (DX News 39-2h) is the only means by which a standard 
freq counter may be used to check the frequency of an incoming received signal. 
Fortunately it is capable of very high accuracy. The user should see to it that 
the counter employs 4 crystal time-base oscillator, preferably in an oven (this 
may be referred to as {Tcxo) and the oscillator should be calibrated against WWV 
every time the counter is used. These precautions are necessary as there are some 
counters available which use the power line frequency as 4 standard (the 60 cps 
power line is divided by 10 and again by six to generate the one-second gate 
pulses for the counter; the accuracy of such may not be better than several tens 
of Hz at broadcast frequencies, when translated into a measurement.) Anyone 
using one of the Heath counters should have no problems getting measurements to 
within several Hz, providing the time base oscillator is correct. 


The problem of getting an accurate zero beat between the signal generator (a 
transfer oscillator can be another name for this) and the received signal in 

the receiver is probably the limiting factor in the accuracy. Adjustment of the 
output attenuator changes the loading on the oscillator to a small degree and this 
is what pulls the frequency around. This indicates that the output attenuator 

is not a constant-Z but that's not really important. A worthwhile modification to 
the signal generator (assuming one does not want to build up one of the ultra- 
stable Vackar or Seiler oscillator circuits) is to put a Varicap (VVC, etc) of 

a few pf. in series with a fixed, silver mica capacitor of a few pf. also, and 
to tune the VVC with DC derived from a ten-turn Helipot (Beckman trademark, I 
think-ed). The 2 small capacitors go in the oscillator tank circuit. The output 
attenuator should be used to set the oscillator signal roughly equal to the in- 
put signal as seen in the receiver. It is desirable to feed the generator signal 
through the attenuator and then couple it loosely into the antenna circuit of 
the receiver. Incidentally, an SAH scope ean serve as a good indicator of at- 


tainment of exact zero beat, as does the S-meter.

This is the first report in quite a while relating the experi- 
ence of our members with various types of DX receivers and equip- 
ment. Such reports should prove useful and beneficial to the mem- 
bership, and we invite similar write-ups from other DX'ers on the 
subject for inclusion in these pages. 


GR78 


Ronald F. Schatz 


The Heathkit GR-78 is a small, portable general-coverage re- 
ceiver. Its small size (only about 6" x 11" x 9" at 14 pounds) 
contrasts with a 6-band dial and eleven front-panel controls to 
give the appearance of a communications receiver in miniature. 
Frequency coverage includes the standard 550 kHz to 30 MHz in five 
bands (with the BCB divided between bands "B" and "C" at 1300 kHz) 
with added coverage on long wave from 190 to 410 kHz. Main tuning 
is vernier; bandspread is on a cylinder. Other features include 
RF gain, product detector, 500-kHz erystal calibrator, built-in 
vertical whip antenna, and a tuning meter. Internally, all signal 
mixing (first detector, product detector, second detector, etc) is 
done via dual-gate FET's; four little red ceramic filters replace 
all IF coils past the mixing stage; and there is double conversion 
on the 18-30 MHz "F" band. Total mailable cost of the kit is 
$141.95 U.S. 


We found the GR-78 fun to build, if only to admire the inter- 
esting manner that Schlumberger uses to fit a tremendous amount of . 
components and circuitry in a container hardly larger than the 
"matching speakers" of other GC receivers. The greatest difficulty 
in construction was with the mechanical alignment of the removable 
circuit boards and the external case. We had some trouble pinion- 
ing the switch wafers on the four parallel removable circuit boards 
with the metal shaft of the band selector, and it took an extreme 
amount of body pressure and endurance to close the case on comple- 
tion of the project. Before doing that, we had to charge up tne 
internal battery and align the works - a simple procedure. But 
how about performance?: 


Sensitivity: Fantastic on LW and MW, good on the other single 
-conversion bands, and poor on the double-converted band "F", 
Beautiful reception of daytime Cubans, such as CMCI-~760 and CMHW- 
840 was noted out-of-doors using just the vertical whip. Unfortu- 
nately, every local had a set of spurs and mixing products distrib- 
uted across the dial, plus some harmonics extending into the next 
band, and reduction of the RF gain failed to aleviate the condition 
out of preportion with the accompanying signal attenuation. True, 
strong images were noted on the signal-conversion SW bands, forcing 
us to use our spectrum amalyzer for any serious SW listening. The 
18-30 MHz band was all but dead, and we finally got oub money back 
when Heath techs tried but failed to get that last band to perforn 
according to listed specs.

WSB, WGST 
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_Two Local Radio Stations Turn 50

Two Atlanta radio stations 
celebrate monumental occa- 


sions this week. For them, the 


festivities will mark their 50th 
birthdays. 

The two are WSB and 
WGST. The former signed on 
back oa March 15, 1922, and 
the latter began broadcasting 
two days later. 

WSB began with 100 watts 
power from studios based in 
the old Atlanta Journal build- 
ing located a 1-7 Forsyth St. 
Three years later the power 
was increased to 1,000 watts. 

In 1926 the studios were 
moved to the Biltmore Hotel, 
on West Peachtree, where 
they stayed until 1956; they 
were then transferred to the 
station’s present location at 


1611 W. Peachtree, near 
Pershing Point. During the 
30-year stay at the Biltmore, 


. the station became a charter 
‘affiliate ef the newly formed . 


WGST was begun as WGM, 
the broadcast service of the 


NBC Network, in 1927, beeame . Fairlee Street 


channel outlet, in 1936. 


WSB was the first radio sta- 
tion in the nation te broadcast 
a wedding, the first station in 
the South to broadcast base- 
ball games, the first in the na- 
tion to present a complete 
church service — from Atlan- 
ta’s First Presbyterian 
Church — and the first U.S. 
station to use a musical device 
with its station identification 
(the first three notes of “Over 
There” were used; this was 
later adopted by NBC for its 
now-famous chimes).

1-kw night maximum 
sought for local AM’s 


For the third time in a decade, the 
FCC has been asked to permit class-IV 
(local-channel) AM stations to increase 
their nighttime power to 1 kw maxi- 
mum. Present standards limit these sta- 
tions to 1 kw day and 250 w night. 

Community Broadcasters Association, 
representing class-IV AM’s, petitioned 
for that rule amendment, claiming that 
recent changes in domestic and inter- 
national station operation justified its 
request. 

The group was responsible for the 


-commission’s 1958 rule amendment that 


allows class-IV stations to use 1 kw 
maximum by day. Two subsequent bids 
for similar power at night—in 1964 and 
1965—were denied by the commission, 
however. In both cases, the commis- 
sion said three factors—incompatibility 
of the proposal with U.S. agreements 
with Canada and Mexico, possible ad- 
verse impact on existing ocal night- 
time services, and lack of supporting 
data to justify the proposal—combined 
to necessitate denial of the requests. 
CBA last week claimed these impedi- 
ments no longer exist. 

CBA said the public interest would 
be served by amendment because 
class-IV stations would better compete 
with more powerful facilities in areas 
where class IV's now have trouble with 
nighttime operations. The result, CBA 
said, would be improved programing 
and reception. 


Modulation standards 
revamped for AM’s 


The FCC has revised the technical 
standards for operation of AM trans- 
mitters to restrict the degree of modula- 
tion a station may employ, Under the 
new rule, which goes into effect on May 
1, the absolute limit of modulation on 
positive peaks will be 125%. The pres- 
ent maximum modulation level on nega- 
tive peaks (100% ) was retained. 

The commission said the new policy 
is necessary because some AM stations 
now use transmitters capable of supply- 
ing more power than is needed for 
100% modulation. It noted specifically 
those broadcasters who employ a 5-kw 
transmitter with a modulator usually in- 
tended for use at 10 kw. Potentially, this 
results in interference to other stations, 
undue audio distortion and excessive 
carrier shift, the commission said. 

Previously, no limit had been im- 
posed on the level of positive-peak mod- 
ulation, Under the new standard, the 
effective amount of non-linear distortion 
in maintaining modulation levels may 
not exceed 7.5%, and carrier shift may 
be no greater than 5%.
